- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner asked Atty. Gorski for a brieft summary of the 
invention Mr. Gorski obliged with discussing Fig.6 as the representative illustration of the invention and page 16 
paragraph 61-paragrah 66 page 17. The crux of the invention is treatment using 2 polishing untis, two primary cleaning 
units and each primary unit fed to a "common" secondary unit. The attorney noted the incorporation of In re Wilson as 
a basis of obviousness to omit one of the secondary cleaning units of Togowa, but noted that a motivation of why such 
omission would occur was absent from the last office action. The examiner responded that an omission of one of the 
secondary cleaning chambers would occur in the maintenance of one of the secondary cleaning units (redundancy 
providing the same function as the other secondary unit). The atty asked about the time lag of the overall treatment 
system due to taking one cleaning unit out of service. The examiner noted that when the unit is omitted for 
maintenance optimization of the process would occur noting that the omission of one unit would result in the omission 
of throughput (a benefit or function of redundant processes). The atty asked about use of In re Wilson or the 
maintenance argument for claim 13 wherein a time differentiation is a noted part of the claim. The response by the 
examiner was that such an argument would need to be considered in the upcoming amendment or remarks. . 
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
